Teamster Talks 
At Critical Stage 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, III - The 
trucking industry 's contract talks have 
reached what labor Secretary W.J. 
Usery calls “a critical stage" in the 
race against 
a 
Teamsters strike 
threatened for Wednesday midnight 


Uaery and James Sear ce, acting 
director of the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service, met all day 
Monday with labor illd management 
negotiators and planned another ses­ 
sion today. 


Usery, who said a strike would be 
bad for the industry, the union and the 
nation, said late Monday that the talks 
were "at a very critical stage” but 
refused to elaborate on their progress. 
The Teamsters, who earn $7.18 to 
17.33 an hour arid $44 a week in benefits 
under the current National Master 
Freight Agreement, originally sought 
a $2 50 hourly hike and $36 weekly 
more in benefits over three years. 
They have cut their demands to $1.75 
an hour and $17 a week 
Rut the union is also insisting on a 
cost-of-living allowance without a 
ceiling on adjustments, arguing that 
members were penalized more than 50 
cents hourly in 1974-75 wages because 
of the current 11-cent ceiling 
Last weekend, union m em bers 
overwhelmingly authorized a strike, 
which would be the Teamsters’ first 


nationwide walkout They rejected a 
contract offer from Trucking Em­ 
ployers Inc., which represents 16.000 
trucking concerns in the bargaining 
The offer, rejected by 10-1, would 
have added 85 cents to hourly wages 
and $11 a week to fringe benefits over a 
30-month period 
The Ford administration fears that a 
strike idling the nation's trucks — and 
with them the movement of food, goods 
and heavy freight — would severely 
impair the progress being made in the 
nation’s economic recovery 
Usery said, "We are not making any 
preparation at this time to seek a Taft- 
Hartley injunction We're seeking to 
negotiate an agreement " Rut he 
added that "after Wednesday, the 
President and the administration will 
certainly have to protect the health 
and safety of the nation ” 
The Taft-Hartley Act could be in­ 
voked — in the event of a strike - to 
force resumption of work during an 80- 
day cooling-off period 
Another factor complicating efforts 
to head off a strike is the possibility of 
wildcat

Meanwhile, the Pittsburgh-based

operators across the nation, voted to 
ignore a strike if one is called.

Reagan Faces 
Crucial Test 
During M a y 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For Ronald 
Reagan, the first four days of May 
loom as crucial ones, with a set of 
presidential primary elections his 
managers believe will make or break 
his campaign for the White House. 
First. Reagan plans an effort to 
define in his own terms the issues of 
the campaign for the Republican 
nomination That process begins with 
a nationally televised speech by the 
former California governor. 
Reagan’s address is being taped 
today in 
Hollywood and 
will 
be 
televised at 10:30 p.m. F.ST Wed­ 
nesday by the NRC television network. 
which is charging $100,000 to carry the 
30-mmute address. 
With that. Reagan's camp hopes to 
revive the challenge to l*resident 
Ford, winner in five out of six of the 
early prunanes. Reagan’s win was in 
the most recent test, a week ago in 
North Carolina. 
The campaign overhaul was in tin­ 
works before Reagan's upset, 52-per 
cent victory there. John P. Sears, his 
campaign manager, said the initial 
goal is to define the issues in Reagan's 
own terms instead of responding to 
what has been said about hun 
Sears said Reagan was able to do 
that in fashioning his North Carolina 
victory, concentrating on questions of 
foreign policy and defense 
and on 
charges that the administration is 
letting the United States slip to No. 2 in 
military might

Rut Kissinger acknowledged that the 
accord, which will reopen bases used 
to monitor activities inside the Soviet 
Union, was not linked to settlement of 
the G reek-Turkish dispute over 
Cyprus It was the Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus with the use of American- 
supplied weapons that led (Congress to 
impost* the Turkish embargo 


Rep Wayne L. Hays, D-Ohio. said 
that without progress on the Cyprus 
issue, the accord and its $1 billion in 
Turkish military aid would face "a 
very uphill battle here.” 


Meanwhile, Ford used a Pentagon 
ceremony for former 
NATO am ­ 
bassadors to attack Democrats who 
threaten to cut his defense budget 
requests 


In a campaign-style speech that 
administration .sources admitted was 
aimed at his Republican opponent. 
Ronald Reagan. Ford said,. "There is 
no room for major reduction' in his 
$114.7 billion defense budget and 
vowed to appeal to the people "on this 
life and death issue ” 


House Rudget (Committee Chairman 
Rrock Adams, DW ash . responded that 
Ford was not living rn "the real world” 
and "just isn t being reasonable” by 
insisting Congress leave the record 
peacetime defense budget intact Rut 
House Appropriations Com mittee 
Chairman George H. Mahon Jr., I> 
Tex., said Ford "has got the country on 
his side," and 
he said he opposes 
Adams' plan to 
pare $7.2 billion from 
Ford’s request 


Ford Son G lad 
Nixon In Past 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — lTesident 
Ford’s son Jack says he was glad his 
father pardoned former 
lTesident 
Nixon, because it spared the nation 
"two years of distractions," 
"The quicker we can put Richard 
Nixon behind us, the better," the 24- 
year-old Ford told a group of high 
school students on Monday. Young 
Ford was .stumping Wisconsin on be­ 
half of his father’s candidacy in the 
.state’s April 6 presidential prunary 
Had his father not pardoned Nixon. 
Ford said, "we d just have two years 
of distraction. If Richard Nixon had 
been going through a trial now , Patty 
Hearst would have been back page 
news 
"We know what Richard Nixon did. 
le t's put it behind us rather than 
getting bogged down in the hassle."

Tornadoes have cut a swath of 
destruction across Arkansas and 
Mississippi, killing ll persons, injuring 
more than 220 and leaving hundreds of 
others homeless 
State police said six persons were 
killed in Arkansas and more than 70 
were injured Five were killed and at 
least 150 were injured in Mississippi, 
state Civil Defease officials said 
"TTiis is 
unbelievable, 
just 
un­ 
believable,” said Arkaasas Gov David 
lYyor as he toured the devastated 
town of Ca (jot, hardest hit by the 
twisters that roared through the two 
Southern states Monday. 
Five died in Cabot, a community in 
central Arkansas 20 miles northeast of 
little Rock 
The sixth victim in 
Arkansas was killed when a tornado 
struck the town of Dreseo, about IOO 
miles north of little Rock 
State police earlier saki six persons 
had died in Cabot, 
but officials 
reported today that a man listed as 
dead was later found alive there 
Most of Cabot’s business district was 
demolished, and state police said 65 
buildings on an eight-block stretch of 
Main Street were either destroyed or 
heavily damaged 
In Mississippi, five persons were 
killed when a tornado tore through IN* 
town of Canton 
Mississippi National Guard troops 
joined local police lab* Monday in 
patrolling the debris-lined streets of 
C anton and enforcing the IO p m 
curfew ordered to prevent looting of 
the town’s demolished businesses. 
In Arkansas, the lonoke County 
sheriff's office said, "The whole main 
street of Cabot has been flattened " 
The Arkansas governor, who arrived 
in Cabot a few hours after the tor­ 
nadoes hit. ordered 60 National 
G uardsm en to the storm -ravaged 
town Thirty-five Air Force security 
policemen and 40 state troopers were 
brought in to help sift through the 
debris, direct traffic and prevent 
looting.

officials, and utility company crews 
worked to restore telephone, gas and 
electric service.

Another tornado touched down in the 
Mississippi town of Newton, injuring

all of them drinking and 
destroying themselves and not par­ 
ticularly liking themselves for what 
they

doing. 
Flynn 
and 
B arry m o re 
ultim ately 
becam e 
parodies, but Fields was an expert 
juggler with great balance — he had 
the ability to climb three flights of 
stairs and get liehind the bedroom door 
before he fell down " 


Steiger never met the man he por­ 
trays vividly, but after weeks of 
research and talks with Field s' 
m istress of 14 years, he understands at 
least his desperate loneliness. Other 
factors in the com ic’s life and actions 
were enigma, even to hts cronies. "He

insomniac. 
He'd 
call 
up 
strangers in the middle of the night 
He'd make up myths about himself: 
He hated children, but he gave a lot of 
money to orphanages in secret. 
With people he didn’t like, he was 
cruel He’d encourage them to juggle 
with a knife and a porcelain plate and 
when they dropped the plate and 
lacerated themselves with the knife, 
he’d say ‘Come on - you can do it

I make my commitments with great 
fidelity, but I still wonder what depths 
I have achieved at flinging myself into 
somebody else’s heart. The ‘Grand 
Passion’ — I’ve often wondered if I 
missed something — always acting, 
having some other character to hide 
behind."

Children who, without explanation, 
are separated from their family and 
th eir 
own 
secure 
room , 
un­ 
derstandingly experience a feeling of 
abandonment 
Psychologists and p sych iatrists 
agree that even a single experience 
may have a permanent effect on the 
sensitive mind of a child 
When children are told the purpose 
of 
an 
operation, 
the 
reason 
for 
anesthesia, and all of the details that 
they will experience, the emotional 
afterm ath is markedly reduced. 
H ospital 
ad m in istrators 
have 
learned over the years that when 


mothers stay overnight with their 
child, the need for nursing care is 
reduced by more than 75 per cent. The 
added security that a child has in the 
presence of a parent supports him 
even during painful moments

Commerce said the biggest factor in 
the latest increase was a higher per­ 
centage of companies reporting slower 
deliveries from their suppliers. The 
percentage reporting slower deliveries 
Climbed from 42 per cent in January to 
50 per cent in February. Slower deliv­ 
eries are taken as a sign of increased 
demand and quicker economic ac­ 
tivity.

Those availables may have included 
some fam iliar names made ex­ 
pendable by age. salary or a com­ 
bination of the two 
league officials were on hand to 
supply pertinent information on fac­ 
tors such as .salaries and bonus 
arrangements in the contracts of 
possible draft choices as the two teams 
began making their selections 
There were reports that such
